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ouR first issue of the 

“Weekly” may have been 
late, but this was not our fault. 
The complete issue to all sub- 
scribers was placed in the Post 
Office in Moscow early Friday 
morning, Jan. 5th. I have just 
discovered that the magazines 
did not leave the local Post 
Office until Tuesday evening, Jan. 
9th. As soon as I discovered this [I 
at once got in touch with Mr. 
Ramsey Black, the Third Assistant 
Postmaster General in Washington, 
and I think I can promise our sub- 
scribers that no issue of this maga- 
zine will be allowed to lie in the 
local Post Office from Friday until 
Tuesday after this. It is unfortunate 
that this should have happened, and 
I have asked Mr. Black to make an 
investigation of the whole matter, 
and this unquestionably will be done. 

I am convinced that the Postal In- 
Spectors will be, and are just as fair 
as they possibly can be, and I think 
you will find that if I have just 
cause for complaint, I shall receive 
adequate consideration. I have that 
confidence in our American system 
of Government. I have that confi- 
dence in our Post Office Depart- 
ment. When “Psychiana” was first 
released, complaints began to flood 
into the Post Office Department in 
Washington, Of course, investiga- 
tions were made, as they should have 
been made. These investigations, 
however, have not revealed cause for 
legitimate complaint because cause 
for complaint does not exist. 


We recognize the fact, as we are 
Sorry it is a fact, that there are 
such narrow-minded people in the 
World that they think that anyone 
Who does not hold the same religious 
hea they hold should be forever 
arred from releasing their views. 
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These newer views may contain 
much more religious truth than the 
older ones, yet, according to many 
narrow-minds, they. must be au- 
tomatically wrong, if not like theirs. 
“Psychiana” welcomes investigation 
of its entire operations any time. It 
has been investigated many times, 
and from a dozen different angles. 
When any religious organization 
can go through as many investiga- 
tions as we have gone through, and 
still continue to operate, that move- 
ment must be pretty nearly as clean 
as a hound’s tooth. 

“Psychiana” is bringing to the 
human race a new conception of 
God. The Power of the Spirit of God 
is moving on the earth as a result 
of this Movement. It is strictly a re- 
ligious Teaching, and it has the 
right, under the American Consti- 
tution, to give to the world its reli- 
gious ideas. It has the same right 
as the Roman church or the 
Protestant church has. And speaking 
personally, I am convinced that, in 
the final analysis, this Movement 
will be protected from too much 
persecution by the very men who 
have investigated this Movement, 
and have failed to find in it cause 
for legitimate complaint. 

I realize, of course, the power of 
politics. I could, if I cared to, write 
at quite some length on that subject. 
I could tell my readers some things 
which would make their blood boil, 
if I cared to, and I could show them 
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Sleagh we have suffered has 
C - That, however, is water 
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over the dam. 

I have no desire to “raise 
the lid” on anything. I could, 
however, if I wished to. All 
this Movement asks from either 
the Post Office Department or 

any other department of the Gov- 
ernment is the same right to 
tell men and women our con- 
ception of God, as is given to 
other religious organizations. The 
final proof of who is right or 
wrong will inevitably come from the 
general public itself. Had this Move- 
ment not been of the Spirit of God, 
it would have died a natural death 
a long time ago. But we find, in- 
stead, men and women all over the 
world telling in no uncertain terms 
what is being accomplished in their 
lives through the Power of the 
Spirit of God, as revealed to the 
world through “Psychiana.” We are 
very satisfied to stand on that 
record. We wish the whole world 
could see it. 

These are not days when religious 
organizations should be harassed 
just because they do not agree with 
“orthodoxy.” These are days in 
which every new religious thought 
should be carefully studied. For not 
through the one who “blindly be- 
lieves” is light apt to come. It has 
not come yet through the ages, and 
the chances are it never can come 
to the world through anything “or- 
thodoxy” has yet offered to the 
world. But it might come through 
the one daring to take issue with 
“orthodoxy.” It might come through 
the one who, with a daring, undying 
faith in God, steps outside of the 
circumscribed limits and bounds 
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R ecently I was driving from Pom- 
eroy, Wash., to Walla Walla, 
Wash., in my car. To the right of 
the road were the tracks of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. I heard a 
train approaching, and soon saw 
the engine with its load of cars fol- 
lowing. There was a low bridge 
just ahead, and you can imagine my 
horror when I saw the bridge give 
way throwing the engine and sev- 
eral cars into the gulley below. 

“Unsafe Bridges,” I thought, and 
my note-book came out and a nota- 
tion was made to write an article 
on “Unsafe Bridges.” The world to- 
day is in a desperate condition. Yet 
it is not a hopeless condition. If we 
depend upon anything in the past, 
and if we have no more hope than 
we have had in the past, and if we 
discover no more definite or solid an- 
chor than we have been able to find 
in the past, then, of course, the situ- 
ation really seems hopeless. For train 
after train has been wrecked on 
“unsafe bridges” of human philoso- 
phies. 

This story and that story has 
been offered, all of which were in- 
tended to carry us safely over some 
precipice or otherwise dangerous 
piece of roadway. Had there been 
no bridge there, our train could 
not have travelled to the other side. 
And then, we tried the bridge we 
had never tried before. And both 
train, crew, and passengers went 
into certain disaster. The bridge was 
unsafe. 

In national affairs, we must look 
for a safe bridge to carry us over 
the present crisis. If we cannot find 
that safe bridge, then civilization 
will be wrecked. None in his sober 
senses would admit that the human 
race today knows the answer to 
the international problems which 
surround us. The answer js not 
known. It exists all right, but none 
knows where to look for it. Nat- 
urally, when human efforts have ali 
failed, there is but one source to 
which to look—a divine or super- 
natural help. This has not been done 
to date. Religious bridge after re- 
ligious bridge has been offered, but 
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none have cared to trust themselves 
either nationaly or internationally 
on any of these bridges. There is 
not a nation on the face of the earth 
today which would care to trust it- 
self in the hands of any religious 
philosophy offered to the world to- 
day by any religious organization, 
with the exception perhaps of this 
one. 


Not even the United States, the 
fairest and most God-loving of all 
lands would care to do that. And if 
it did care to, it would not know 
nor indeed could not know which 
religious bridge to trust its future 
upon. For all these religious bridges 
are unsafe. They cannot be trusted. 
And the reason they are not to be 
trusted is because they have never 
yet been able to carry the load they 
are supposed to carry. They have 
all failed to demonstrate to this 
world that they are safe. They have 
not yet proven that they know any- 
thing about a Supreme Power, big 
enough to carry this world through 
the crisis in which it finds itself. 
They have not yet found a “safe” 
religious bridge. Just as soon as 
men and nations find that bridge, 
they will travel over it. 

Such a bridge exists. Such a 
bridge has always existed. It is 
safe. It is sure. It is of such struc- 
ture that the moment men and wo- 
men see it, they know it was built 
for the purpose of carrying a heavy 
load. But men and women are a bit 
skeptical today. They have remem- 
bered this “unsafe” bridge and that 
“unsafe” bridge, and they look 
somewhat askance at some new 
bridge upon which they are asked 
to trust their whole train of life. 
But, thanks be to God for ever re- 
vealing this great truth, the mo- 
ment they see this bridge they step 
out upon it, and they are safe. That 
is the bridge your writer has been 
put upon the earth to call attention 
to. Not to build the bridge, because 
that bridge has a Builder far great- 
er than any mortal can be. But to 
call attention to that Bridge—that 
is all.

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NOT JESUS~BUT GOD ~ 


| was very much impressed by an 
article which appeared in The 
Pathfinder, a national magazine 
published in Washington, D. C., on 
December 23rd. The article was an 
editorial which appeared on the 
above date. By the way, the Path- 
finder is the most quoted magazine 
in existence, and I should like to see 
it in every “Psychiana” home.

It needs to 
look at no “crucified god” for we 
have had ample time to save this 
world many times over. What this 
world does need is to discard these 
stories of God being killed by anyone, 
and then, after a full investigation, 
to discover the falsity (or the truth) 
of all such stories, let the world 
do what it should have done cen- 
turies ago—believe in and prove the 
existence here and now of God— 
an invisible spirit far too great to 
be killed by anyone. 

God exists. Make no mistake 
about that. But God does not exist, 
and never has existed as either 
Jesus Christ, Chrishna, Prometheus 
or any other of the score of tra- 
ditional ‘“world-saviors.” For some 
reason or other, the mind of man 
in past ages either, would not, or 
was not capable of grasping God 
as an ever-existing Spirit of Life. 
So then, priests and others who en- 
gineered religious systems, manu- 
factured a god who could be visible 
to the naked eye.

And 
while all these agencies of “god” 
fight and quarrel amongst them- 
selves, this world is rushing head- 
long to hell and not a single church, 
nor indeed all churches combined, 
can do one single thing to stop it. 
This in itself should be sufficient 
proof that the god the church has 
certainly is not the Great Creative 
Spirit behind this universe. 

The whole story is false. And the 
message of “Psychiana” is to re- 
place that old story, heathen in its 
origin as can be proven, with the 
actual and literal truths of God.
